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PREFACE 


A need similar to that which prompted the preparation of The Index to 
Short Stories was the reason for the compilation of this bibliography. An un- 
abating if not an increasing interest in the printed play has brought to libraries 
a daily call to locate the place of publication of individual plays. These are 
found in various places; many are published separately; many are to be found 
in collected works only or in volumes bearing titles other than those of the 
dramas desired at the moment; often they are to be found in the ever-growing 
lists of collections of plays; and the periodicals add their quota to the available 
editions. In colleges and schools the call usually is for class work; in public 
libraries it may be from groups of club members or from those interested in 
amateur theatricals. These clients desire as many copies as possible of a given 
play. To save the reference assistant from a repeated search through collections 
and magazine indexes, these references have been collected and arranged in as 
convenient a manner as the compiler has been able to devise. 


The compiler makes no claim for completeness in her work; no one will 
realize more acutely than does she that there are many omissions in the index. 
All that has been attempted has been to supply a guide to available editions of 
plays by nineteenth and twentieth century authors whose work entitles them to 
recognition. The selection has been based on what it is believed may be the gen- 
eral demand, not upon the intrinsic worth of the plays themselves. People wish 
to see or to read plays for many reasons other than their literary or technical 
value; it may be because of successful production; it may be because of the sub- 
ject presented; it may be because of interest in the work of a given author. The 
index has therefore been compiled with little idea of critical discrimination; it is 
an attempt merely to help readers to find what they desire. Even in this humble 
ambition the editor has perforce been limited to the indexing of collections 
readily accessible and of works listed in standard catalogs and trade-lists. There 
are listed in the volume 7,872 plays by 2,203 authors. Had the compiler en- 
deavored to run down every play of an author, the work involved would have 
necessitated an indefinite delay in publication. She therefore asks that the work 
be accepted as an immediate aid to reference librarians and that it be judged not 
too severely on the score of incompleteness. The work has been done through the 
examination of collections and bibliographies in New York City, in Washington, 
D.C., and in the University of Minnesota. 


The arrangement is in two parts, an Author Index, and a Title and Subject 
Index. The order of the entry in the Author Index is as follows: 


Separate publication of play. 
Collected works of author. 
Composite collections. 
Periodicals. 


When a separate edition of a given play has been issued, the full bibliograph- 
ical information has been given—title, publisher, place and date of publication. 
After this, or after the title of the play if it has appeared in collected editions or 
magazines only, is given, first, a word or two of description—comedy, tragedy, 
social, domestic—enough to suggest the character of the play and then the num- 
ber of acts. Occasionally when it has been impossible to obtain a copy of a play 
for examination this information will be found incomplete. 


In the Title and Subject Index has been given the title of the play, followed 
by the author’s name. To locate the place of publication it is necessary to refer 
back to the Author Index. Subject entries are given in bold-faced type; there 
follows an indented list of plays upon the given subject. The subject list is not 
complete; it is intended merely to suggest a few titles to those seeking plays for 
special occasions or upon special subjects. 


In Appendix A only those works of an author which contain more than 
one play have been entered. The separate editions of the single plays, as noted 
above, have been entered with full bibliographical information in the Author 
Index. Appendix B contains the composite collections indexed. 


The decision to include nineteenth and twentieth century plays only was based 
on two reasons; first, that for the earlier important dramatists, there are many 
convenient collected editions in which the individual plays are readily located; 
the Stage Cyclopedia is a guide also to the authorship of minor plays; the second 
reason was that the obscurer plays are found largely in the numerous collections, 
and another compiler has had in progress for some years, a bibliography which 
will index these collections. 


Perhaps the propriety of including such names as those of Friedrich Schiller, 
August F. von Kotzebue, or Richard Sheridan may be questioned since their dates 
barely turn the corner of the nineteenth century. The reason is that the plays of 
these authors are often called for and it is believed that their inclusion will be a 
convenience to reference departments. 


It is a pleasure to express my appreciation of the many courtesies extended 
to me in the Library of Congress, the New York Public Library and Columbia 
University. I desire also to acknowledge my obligation to Miss Doris Reed whose 
careful work in verifying references for me has made the publication of my bib- 
liography possible at this time.
